Remove 2 P-2 screws located at 
face­of­the­column­shroud,­one­on­ 


each­side­of­steering­wheel. 


14.­Remove­ignition­lock­trim­ring­from­ 
bottom portion of column shroud. 


15.­To­access­ignition­lock,­unsnap­ 


and separate top and bottom portion 
of column shroud. 
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16.­To­remove­transponder­ring,­remove­1­ 
P-2 screw.

rear of lock.

This makes it easier to 
reinstall.
